NY Shakespeare Festival plans to 
present Romeo and Juliet in NYC high 
schools Jan to Apr may be postponed as 
a result of the failure of the Board of 
Education to approve project. Though 
650,000 grant passed NY Board of Est- 
imate by slim margin it still must be 
approved by the Board of Education. At 
open hearing nine speakers were heard 
against the project and six for it. Most 
were against producer Joe Papp, rather 
than Shakespeare, recalling that he had 
invoked the Fifth Amendment two years 
agobefore a House hearing. A special 
meeting of the Board will reconsider the

Do Re Mi-St James 12/26, 6 pro and 1 con- World Tele- 
gram & Sun- filed on new musical comedy presented by David 
Merrick, staged by Garson Kanin with Phil Silvers, Nancy 
Walker, John Reardon, Nancy Dussault with book by Kanin based 
on his own novel, music by Jule Styne and lyrics by Adolph Green 
and Betty Comden, 5 of the 6 pros were raves with Times mild- 
er on book, Sole con voter felt show wasted talents of artists . 
Taubman, Times enjoyed fast, loud and occasionally funny show 
with sprightly lyrics, some attractive songs and excellent cast. 
Times disle-sitter did not think book inspired, and found some 
vulgar, vapid moments, with loudness and speed often used in- 
stead of entertainment. Kerr, Herald Tribune, rave for old- 
fashioned entertainment included everything, heralding Silvers 
as combination Ed Wynn, Harold Lloyd, Leon Errol and Bugs 
Bunny. Chapman, News, loved great big razzle dazzle of mus- 
ical, a jolly show with no attempt made to be significant. Cole- 
man, Mirror, cheered laugh, frolic smasherroo with very funny 
folk having a field day in a wacky song and dance show. Watts, 
Post, agreed it was fast, professional, tuneful, funny and delight- 
ful, loaded with talent in all departments. McClain, Journal 
American, did find few slow moments in second act but other- 
wise joined rave parade for all hands, Single dissenter Aston, 
WTS, reported first night ovations , but felt entire show was an 
extravagant disaster wasting talents involved and presenting 
what material there was in much too loud a fashion, Novel on 
which it was based was funny, WTS man added, because of the 
distortions of English on the printed page.

3 pro- Times, Post, World Telegram & Sun- and 3 con- 
Herald Tribune, News, Journal American- filed on revival 
of John Osborne and Anthony Creighton drama presented 
by George Morrison, Richard Lipsett, Edward Hastings, 
directed by Morrison with James Patterson, Julie Follan- 
sbee and Betty Oakes, It was originally presented on Broad- 
way Nov 4,1958 at Golden where it ran for 23 performances, 
and then it re-opened Jan 12,1959 at Miller for additional run 
of 48 performances, Both pros and cons had diverse reasons 
for opinions on current revival Taubman, Times, believes it 
deserves this third chance both for its excellent writing par- 
ticularly in the first two acts and for its notable perform - 
ances. Herridge, Post,is grateful to producers for signing 
superb cast that is more lucid, more exact and more com- 
pelling than the Broadway cast, a production not to be missed, 
Aston, WTS, stuck to his original estimate of the play as fine 
bitter theatre and approved current cast, especially Follans- 
bee in role originally portrayed by Eileen Herlie. Negative 
voter Crist, Herald Tribune, disliked revival for both the 
revisions it made in the script which weakened the fascin- 
ating clincial and cynical study and for the present per form- 
ances which often make household slightly comic diminish- 
ing power of the drama. Crist okayed minor performers , 
but thought leading players bad, Davis, News, fails to see 
what the fuss concerning the play is about for to him the 
conclusion is unbelievable, and while Patterson in the title 
role is impressive in the sombre moments, he is ill at 
ease in the lighter bits. McClain, Journal American, does 
not think characters deserve an epitaph, critic contends 
that we all know enough arrogant and unattractive people 
not to be required to pay money to see,

5 mild pros- Times, Herald Tribune, News, Post, World 
Telegram & Sun- and | con- Journal American- filed on 
play by William Engvick based on life and music of Step- 
hen Foster, presented by Joseph Moon-Wickland Com - 
pany, directed by Ernestine Perrie with James Morris, 
Carolyn Maye, Judy Foster. Affirmative viewers agreed 
that fine voices singing Foster music made presentation 
worthwhile inspite of dull script. Taubman, Times, okayed 
it for those fond of Foster's songs inspite of the tear-jerker 
type script. Morgenstern, Herald Tribune, rated it as a lot 
of Foster music with a little play to accompany it, Davis, 
News, approved agreeable musicale with the songs close 
enough together to make the waits worthwhile. Herridge, 
Post, liked the sincere evocation of the man and his music. 
Aston, WTS, granted it was more recital than play, but 
also enjoyed nice music and beautiful voices. But McClain, 
Journal American, would have rather stayed home and list- 
ened to the same music on a LP record without braving the 
cold, Trouble is earnest amateurism on the part of the 
author and most of the cast, Journal American man con_ 
cludes,

plans to present the bits and pieces cut out of show during 
Boston and Philadelphia tryouts as a TV spectacular. 


JOHN SHUBERT, co-producer of Julia, Jake and 
Uncle Joe, marvels at the Shubert family who in the 1920's 
produced 40 shows per season to keep 72 theat res running

PROS & CONS BY TMK 


Do Re Mi is a very funny, entertaining tribute to the best 
in loud, brassy American musicals compiled and performed by 
experts, It can stand as the living text-book example of the kind 
of hilarious entertainment designed for the "tired business Man" 
but equally satisfying to every other human. Though each elem- 
ent is just about perfect, the insane song ideas of Adolph Green 
and Betty Comden , complimenting their witty lyrics and sentim- 
ental ballads, are the highlights of this enjoyable show, An un- 
usual aspect is the absense of the dance number that is invar- 
iably in bad taste, making this probably the cleanest , funniest 
show in years, Among other things it proves that by just being 
clean a Broadway musical does not have to be dull,

Wildcat is truly a disappointing waste of the superb 
clown talents of Lucille Ball, The TV actress is a natural en- 
tertainer and does better than expected at her first try at stage 
acting, dancing and singing, The fault is that as her own pro- 
ducer and sole investor she did not pick an entertaining vehicle 
to introduce herself to Broadway. A wholesale lack of imaginat- 
ion in the script, music, lyrics and casting is in evidence. Only 
the realistic oil rigging designed by Peter Larkin shows any 
spark, Lucy is a wonder, and next time round should pick for 
herself a show like The Unsinkable Molly Brown.

Beautiful Dreamer is a selection of Stephen Foster songs 
surrounded by the worst script presented Off Broadway this 
season, The characters, situations and dialogue are completely 
unbelievable and deserve to be thrown into the nearest waste 
paper basket. Granted the voices of the cast members are 
excellent, but either a better script should have been found or 
the project switched into an "Evening of Stephen Foster Music" 
without any script at all,

A statue of limitations should be placed 
on these tired, unproved charges, Either the critics should 
find new arguments, or they should shut up and let everyone 
enjoy the fine productions Joe Papp and his co-workers have 
turned out over the years,
